The question of the responsibil¬ 
ity Jor the destruction of noxious 
weeds will be argued at the next 
hearing.

At all stages tho university has 
kept very closely in touch with the 
general life of the province, and in no 
other part of the dominion, it is safe 
to say, has this relation been so 
thoroughly established. The great 
majority of Albertans are keenly In¬ 
terested in its work and an appeal 
which is about to be made to them to 
assist in a project for commemorating 
the part which the university played in 
the war should be responded to gener¬ 
ously. , 

A committee has been formed for 
this purpose. It hopes to raise the 
sum of $50,000. Of this $15,000 to 
$ 20,000 is ‘to be devoted 1 to a physical 
memorial, while the balance is to pro¬ 
vide scholarships to he awarded to 
the children of those who gave service 
overseas. 

But before these permanent plarv 
art' carried out, it is proposed to de¬ 
vote part of tlie money to an imme¬ 
diate and pressing need. There arc 
many students whose course of stud¬ 
ies was interrupted by the war and 
who need assistance if they are to 
graduate. For this purpose $10,000 
will he required before the end of the 
present year. At the end of the last 
academic year 131 under-graduates 
had returned to Canada and of these 
about 45 per cent, had resumed then- 
studies. > 

All the graduates still being quite 
young, no one would look for any 
laige contribution to the memorial 
fund for them. In this respect the 
university is different from those in¬ 
stitutions which have a history of 
scores or of hundreds of years behind 
them. If there is to be an adequate 
memorial it must be subscribed large¬ 
ly by those who have no direct con¬ 
nection with the university, but who, 
a*"*public-spirited Albertans, appreci¬ 
ate what it and its representatives 
have done. 

The giaduate association has un¬ 
dertaken to raise $5,000, of which 
$ 2,000 has already been subscribed. 
This is an excellent beginning. It en¬ 
courages tho canvassing committee 
which is headed by Mr. Janies Ram¬ 
sey. M.L.A., to proceed with the ap; 
peal to the body of citizens. Nothing 
in the nature of a whirlwind cam¬ 
paign is to be attempted. It is fefl 
that the object is such that it only 
needs to be put before the people of 
Albeita clearly in order to secure the 
measure of support that is desired. 
Cheques arc to he made payable to the 
University of Alberta War Memorial 
Fund and ma/nfc forwarded to the 
bursar of -the University.—-Edmonton 
Journal.

It is estimated that the value to 
the producers of the 1920 wheat crop 
in Alberta will be in the neighbor¬ 
hood of $ 162.500,000, the total yield 
in the province being placed at 65,- 
000,000 bushels. Although the estl* 
tnates as to this total yield offered by 
grain men and agriculturists-in Cal¬ 
gary differ to some slight extent,'the 
crop is in no case placed at less than 
60,000,000 bushels, and some opinons 
I hold it is as high as seventy millohs. 
It is stated that the yield per acrw 
for wheat will easily average 20 bush¬ 
els. 

Hon. A. j. McLean, who was in 
Calgary Thursday, stated that the 
ciop would certainly exceed that of 
1915, although the yield this year is 
not so heavy as it was five years ago. 
However, the minister, stated that the 
greatly increased area under cultiva- 
tipn in 1920 would account for the in^ 
crease in the crop. ■ . 

Hail damage this year is estimated 
at approximately four per cent, in an 
urea covering practically the whole of 
the province. It was at first con 
fidered that this figure might be some¬ 
what high, but at the present tim? 
grain men state that it is apparently 
correct. The actual loss caused to 
the ciops' in cash will amount to a 
sum in the neighborhood of $4,000,- 
000 it is thought, although it is im¬ 
possible to set the amount lost by 
damage at an absolutely accurate 
figule at present, owing'to the fact 
that the Hail Hoard and hail, insur¬ 
ance companies are not in a position 
to know what 'actual percentage of 
damaged crops were covered by in¬ 
surance. 

No alarm is felt with regard to hail 
damage, as it is still considerably 
under that suffered in 1915, 1916 and 
1917. Probably the most serious 
storm in the province this year was 
that of July 26, when the farmers in 
tile district lying between Carstairs 
and Wayne lost more than $1,000,0(K> 
woi th of grain at one fell swoop. 
Now that the cool weather has set in 
hail storms are not likely to be so 
prevalent, and in all probability will 
cover only..small areas, causing some 
local damage, if any.

Chief Breeding Places. * 

For the benefit of farmers who 
were fortunate enough, or in some 
.cages sb foituliatc, that they tiid not 
encounter these breeding places this 
spring, we will list them once again: 
chiefly toads ides, head-lands, along 
fence rows, old dried-up sloughs and 
draw.-; also around straw piles; along 
irrigation ditches, in pasture, especi¬ 
ally along trails, and in hard, weedy 
stubble and neglected fields. Non.- 
will be laid on the land that has been 
worked this summer. The eggs iOtno- 
vhat lesemblc small brown grains of 
wheat and arc one-fifth of an inch 
long. They are laid in small curve! 
“pods,” that are about one inch in 
length, and each contains from, about 
20 to 26 eggs. These pods, t-ho top 
of which is just below the surface of 
the soil, are 'made of a frothy ma¬ 
tt tiail that is easily broken. In look¬ 
ing for them, espeoially on a weedy 
stubble, one is liable to find tough 
earth-covered cocoon that is very 
similar in appearance to an egg pod. 
If this be torn open, however, it 
will be found to contain a beet web- 
worm. 

The only really satisfactory meth¬ 
od of destroying these eggs is that 
of deep ploughing in the fall, or if 
this is impossible, in the early spring 
Cultivation or shallow ploughing will 
destroy a few, but it is far less satis¬ 
factory than deep ploughing. Hencco 
weedy? hard stubbie and neglected 
fields should ha^ploughod this fall to 
a depth of at least six inches. Early 
ploughing will prevent any more eggs 
being laid on these places, and 1 late 
ploughing will 'destroy nearly ail 
of those that have been laid.

SCOTCH EDITOR’S OBSERVATION 


The Editor of Farmer and Stock- 
Breeder, (England), who toured the 
west with the Imperial Press parly 
was a little puzzled at the continued 
grain 'Cropping on western farm lands 
without fertilizing, and he remarked 
lthat farmers in Manitoba will be com¬ 
pelled to extend their farming before 
long. The theory that the ground 
drew renewal,of fertility from the 
snowfall he found interesting anil 
thought that the fertilization afforded 
tiy the rigorous winter had something 
to do with it. 

“It seems the only explanation of 
vfliat is otherwise a Contradiction of 
the invariable rule,that the land can¬ 
not he cropped in wheat without man¬ 
uring and rotation. The quadrennial 
ummerfallow help, too.” 

The simplicity of the farming pro¬ 
cess in Canada struck Mr. MacDqnah! 
particularly. 

“You can crop wheat here for 
twenty dollars an acre, I believe,” he 
said. “The same operation on Eng¬ 
lish fields would cost $65.00 to $85.00, 
although of course the yield would be 
arger. There are other points on 
which you have a'great advantage. 
In all your young countries the time 
comes when a break must be made 
and nature having parted with her re¬ 
sources must be systematically help¬ 
ed. The best way is to bring more' 
capital to farming; in other words, 
farm intensively. This may be most 
surely achieved by entering. more 
largely into livestock breeding and 
feeding and the establishment of per¬ 
manent pasture.”

On ac¬ 
count of two bad years with poor 
harvests, the machinery has not .been 
kept in first class condition, and 
farmers *now find that they require 
a large amount of repairs in order to 
get in shape to do efficient work. Our 
machine dealers claim that repair 
parts that’are urgently needed, have 
been delivered at your Lethbridge 
cilice at 1 p.m., and although the 
train does not leave until 4.00 p.m.. 
these were not received until the fol- 
dowing day. -This is only one case in 
point arid they claim that the same 


conditions exist at the Calvary office, 
slating that fruit and other articles 
are taking precedence over urgently 
needed farm mach inery repairs. — 

Might we ask, Mr. Helme, that 
during the next six weeks or two 
months, you give instruction to your 
agents at Calgary and Lethbridge, 
that any repair parts for farm ma¬ 
chinery take precedence over other 
matter, so that there will be no de¬ 
lay in harvesting our fine crop, .that 
could be laid at the door of the Do¬ 
minion Express Company. This mat¬ 
ter means quite a good deal to our 
people here, and I trust that you will 
give the matter favorable consider¬ 
ation.

Dear Sir,—Your complaint of Aug¬ 
ust 3rd, in connection with express 
service, has been referred to me. 

As regards machinery parts, farm 
implements, etc., would say that we 
have been specializing in this partic¬ 
ular line for the last three weeks, and 
are making every possible effort to 
see that such traffc is handled with¬ 
out delays. .. Owing to the large crops 
in the south country, we are handling 
a very large quantify of this matter, 
and unfortunately an occasional er¬ 
ror is made. There being only one 
train service each way for the Alder- 
syde branch, works rather a hardship 
in the handling of express consign¬ 
ments, and unless shipments for these 
points are given to us at Calgary the 
night before, there is practically lit¬ 
tle or no chance of making connec¬ 
tion with the morning train.
